OW many and various are the 
| Terms, the Viciſſitudes of Fortune, 
| how capricious her Humour, how 
tranſient and changeable her Affec- 
tions; her Frowns how dreadful, her Anger 
how implacable! The Man who Yeſterday 
was her Favourite, is To-day the Object of 
her Contempt; ſhe has him in Deriſion, and 
laughs at, the Confidence he placed in her 
Smiles : His Diſappointments, Grief and De- 
ſpair are the Subjects of her Mockcry and Ri- 
dicule; ſhe triumphs in his Diſtreſs, and 
wantonly ſports with his Ruin! 
_ How dearly has the luckleſs Aſcanius pur- 
chaſed her momentary Smiles, her ſhort-hved 
Favours; how ſeverely has he ſuffered for the 
Confidence he placed in the jilting Goddeſs ! 
"Enough already has the World heard of his 
Story to excite Compaſſion in the generous 
| Breaſt, but ſtill the greater Part remains un- 
told. Such melancholly Truths are yet be- 
hind, as when exhibited to publick View, will 
raiſe a freſh ſupply of Pity, a Tribute juſtly 
due to ſuch diſtinguiſh'd Sufferings. |

Let not the Over-curious be doubtful, the 
Captious, with diſtruſtful Inquiſition, ſeek to 
know whence my Commiſſion is derived, by 
what Authority 1 take on me the mournful 
Taſk, or how [ learnt the ſad Particulars. 
This is a Secret which Time only, or ſome 
Event yet hid in her dark Womb, will reveal, 
but I may not. The World therefore muſt, 
for the preſent, be content with this Aſſurance, 
that Truth is here preſented naked and undiſ- 
- guiſed by the leaſt Garment borrowed from 
the plenteous Wardrobe of Fiction, without 
knowing the Hand that conducted her, or by 
what Means ſhe was prevailed with to make 
this Appearance : He that is obſtinately doubt- 
ful mult have Patience *rill Time ſatisfy him, 
and to Time I refer him for a Confirmation 
of the Facts related as follows: Nor is Truth 
afraid to appeal to future and further Diſco- 
coveries for a Sanction to the preſent. 
When Aſcanius, during the Battle which he 
loſt near Inverneſs in the Highlands of Scot- 
land, (April the 16th, 1 46) ſaw his Men 
begin to retreat before an Enemy they had hi- 
therto vanquiſhed with ſurprizing Eaſe and 
Facility, he inſtantly felt in his Mind a true 
Preſage of his entire Defeat, with all that 
Train of Horrors Deſtruction and Slaughter 
that enſued; yet he kept the Field *till he 
law that all was irrecoverably loſt. His Poſt 
was in a Corps de Reſerve behind the main 
Body, which he quitted not *till his Horſe 
had been killed under him, and himſelf 
wounded in the hinder Parts, by a Carbine- 
Shot. At length the Current of the flying

Troops bore him along towards Inverneſs; but 
being cloſely follow'd, and hardly preſs'd, he 
quitted the Road to the Town, and with a ſmall 
Party croſs'd the River above it. This was the 
happieſt Step he could have taken in this cri - 
tical and dangerous Juncture ; for had he got 


into Inverne/s he might have been there inter- 


cepted by the Engii/h Dragoons, who made 
many Priſoners, and flew a conſiderable Num- 
ber of the Flyers in the Streets. But his Life 
was almoſt equally endanger'd by the Paſſage 
of the River, which he was oblig'd to ford on 
Foot, though the Water came up to his Neck, 
and it was with great Difficulty he ſtemm'd 
the Force of the 4 and maintain'd his 
Footing on the Ground beneath it. Being 
got ſafe on the other Side, he order'd his At- 
tendants to halt a Monſent, while he took a 
fhort but melancholly Retroſpect of the dread- 
ful Scene behind him. The Face of the Coun- 
try was overſpread with the flying Vanquiſh'd, 
and the purſuing Victors; the firſt ardently 
preſſing forward for Life, the latter vigorouſly 
puſhing after, and irreſiſtably overwhelming 
the hindmoſt of the unhappy Fugitives in a 
Deluge of Slaughter. Overcome with a lively 
Segnſe of what he ſaw, the Ruin of his Friends 
and Followers, periſning in Multitudes for his 
Sake) and having alſo ſome Regard to his 
own Safety, as a Party of the Army advanced 
towards the Place where he croſs'd the River, 
the unhappy P continued his Flight, and 
halted not till Nine o'Ctock at Night, when 
he arrived at Aird, a Houle belonging to the 
Lord Lovat, Chief of the Frazers, a numer- 
„„ ou

ous Clan in the Highlands : This Lord was a 


' ſecret Well-wiſher to Aſcanius, in whoſe Ar- 


my the eldeſt Son of Lovat had ferved at the 
Head of ſeven Hundred of his Vaſſals. 

His Lordſhip being at home when the 
4 — arrived, received him with open 
Arms, procured a Surgeon to dreſs his 
Wound, which was not dangerous; condoled 


with him on the Loſs of the Battle, and en- 


deavour'd to comfort him with Hopes of 
being ſoon able to recollect the ſcatter'd Re- 
mains of his Army, adding thcreto a great 
Number of freſh' Men, partieularly the Noble 
Clan of the Macpherſons, who, tho' in Arms 
for Aſcanius, had not been in the Battle : On 


his own Part he offer'd to raiſe a freſh Supply 


of ſix hundred Frazers, whom he would or- 
der to rendezvous 1 in Badenoch. 

The P ſadly diſpirited and fatigued, 
was ſcarce able to anſwer his Lordſhip. * My 
© Lord, (ſaid he, faintly, and with Tears in 
his Eyes) I am at preſent unable to deter- 
mine what Courſe to take, I believe I am 


totally ruin'd; enough are already ruin'd 


with me; and I am unwilling to draw any 


more innocent Men into the like Misfortunes. 


* As to the Meaſures that are now moſt likely 
* to contribute to the Good of the common 
* Cauſe, I muſt aſk the Opinion of theſe 


Gentlemen.“ With that he turn'd towards 


the Officers and Gentlemen who had accom- 
panied him in his Flight, particularly Lord 


Hlche, Mr. Sullivan, and Mr. Sherridan : 


The two laſt landed with him when he firſt 
arrived in that Country. |

Mr. Sullivan being a Stranger * in the 
Country, declar'd himſelf incapable of judg- 
ing what Courſe they ought to take, but in- 
ſiſted, * That if a much greater Force than 
| © he expected could not be raiſed to ſtop the 
© Progrels of the Enemy, his R—1 H—1s 
© ought, before all Things, to take Care of 
© his Perſon : And, if it ſhould be found 
* practicable, return to the Continent, and 
< reſerve himſelf for a more favourable Junc- 
ture. To this Lord Elcho replied, © I 
hope Matters are not become ſo deſper+e, 
as to think of leaving the Kingdom. I can't 
think we. have loſt above a thouſand Men 
in this Day's Action, Priſoners included. 
If we can re-aſſemble the diſperſed Troops, 
(and that we ſhall I have not much Reaſon 
© to fear) we may ſoon augment them to ſix 
* Thouſand, by a Junction with the Mac- 
© pherſons, my Lord Lovat's proferr'd Re- 
© inforcements, and the Earl of Cromarty's 
People, with that Nobleman at their Head, 
And if to theſe we add.” - Here his 
Lordſhip was interrupted by Lord Lovat, 
who aſſured him, that he had certain Intelli- 
gence of Cromarty's being taken, with his Son, 
and two hundred of his People. However, 
Lord Elcho ſtill maintain'd his Opinion, that 
Aſcanius ought not to deſpair of being able 
to retrieve his Affairs without returning to the 
Continent. To this Mr. Sullivan ſtarted ſome 
Difficulties, and was ſeconded by Mr. Sher- 
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. 
ridan. Mean time, the Higblanders eſcaped 


from the Battle, were continually coming in, 
ſome having Intelligence that their Chief had 


taken this Rout, and others not knowing whi- 


ther to fly, happen'd this Way, though moſt 
of hs a of by other 1 
Supper an Account was taken of the Number 
of thoſe already come in, and they were found 
to be two Hundred and and Twenty, Officers 
included. A Debate then aroſe on theſe three 
Points ; firſt whether it was proper for the 
P. to remain there all Night; or ſecondly 
to proceed to Port- Auguſtus with the People 
in order to re-eſtabliſh a Force ſufficient to 
keep the Field: or at leaſt for the preſent act 
on the defenſive. and keep the Enemy at a 
Bay. Thirdly, whether it would not be moſt 
conducive to the P———'s Safety to make 
off for Badenoch, as ſecretly, and with as much 
Expedition as poſſible, and there wait the 
Conſequences of the Battle. 3 

As to the P——'s remaining at Aird all 
Night, it was unanimouſly pronounced very 
dangerous, as advanced Parties of the Enemy 
were upon the ſcout on that Side 2 
and might poſſibly have Intelligence of his 
having taken the Road towards Peri- Auguſtus. 
Nor was it thought adviſeable for him to put 
himſelf at the Head of ſo large a Body as two 
hundred Men, which would very much re- 
tard his Motions, render his Retreats the more 
.conſpicuous, and perhaps occaſion his fall- 
ing into the Enemy's Hands. Lord E/cbo 
alone warmly continued to aſſert, Thar if 
* his R—1 ſs was deſirous of —_

© ſuch Meaſures as were moſt likely to re- 


trieve his Affairs, he ought by no Means to 
think of ſeparating from his Troops, who 
could no longer be kept in Arms than while 
they ſaw him at their Head, nor could any 
freſh Levies be made when the P no 
longer appear'd in Perſon to animate and 
keep them together.” Lord Lovat now ſaid 
little, and Aſcanius was uncertain what Courſe 
to take. Mr. Sherridan anſwer'd Lord Elchb 
with ſome Warmth, which ended in high 
Words betwixt them, and the latter was re- 
proach'd with having by his raſh Advice, 
occaſion*d all the Misfortunes which had fallen 
upon the P——, and particularly the Lofs 
of the Battle of that Day, the Conſequence 
of not defending the Paſſage of the Spey, 
"which was chiefly owing to the Influence his 

Lordſhip had in his R—] H ſs's Coun- 
cils. Elcbo was greatly chafed upon this, and 
the Diſpute might have produced miſchievous 
Effects had not Aſeanius interpoſed his Au-

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thority. Our Affairs, ſaid he, are bad 


enough already, let us not make them worſe 
© by Diſſentions and Animoſities among our 
* ſelves. My Lord Elcho, I know is zea- 


© Jous for my Honour and Intereſt, and ſpeaks 


what he ſincerely thinks will probably be 
© moſt conducive to both. I am al ſo equally 
* ſatisfied of the good Intentions of the Gen- 
© tlemen who differ from his Lordſhip. And 
© I earneſtly deſire, as you value your P——, 


that you will preſerve that Harmony among 
* yourſelves which hath been hitherto pre- 


* ſerved, and without which there- can be no

Hopes of retrieving paſt Misfortunes. For 
« my'own Part, I deſpair at preſent of getting 


Ed together ſuch a Force as will be able to 


make an effectual Stand againſt the Parties 
« of the Enemy, who will doubtleſs be ſent 
« into all Parts of the Country, and which 
are now perhaps approaching this Place. I 
© think we had better not truſt ourſelves 
« openly with a ſmall Body, which will- only 
invite the Enemy to overwhelm us at once, 
« Rather let us ſeparate, take different Routs, 
and ſeverally collect what Men we can, or- 
, dering them to repair, in the moſt private 
Manner, to a Rendezvous which may be ap- 
pointed. Mean Time I ſhall endeavour 


- < to eſcape the Enemy's Notice, by ſuch 
Means as Providence ſhall put into my 


Power; and my Opinion is, that not above 
© three Perſons ſhoul march towards Fort- 
* Auguſtus, which I leave to the Judgment

Hereupon the People were order'd to march 
to Lochabar ; and when all except Lord Elcho, 


Meſſieurs Sullivan and Sberridan, Mr. Ca- 
meren, commonly called Lochiel the younger, 
and five others, were gone, it was determin'd 


that Lord Elche and Mr. Cameron, though 


the latter was dangerouſly wounded in the

few of them got thither, many being taken by,

Wal not take upon me to judge whether 
-Aſcanius, in taking this Courſe, took the beſt 
in his Power; whether Lord Elcho's Advice 
ought to have been follow'd or not. But this much 
is certainly known, that tho? the P—— and the 
Chiefs of his Party, who entirely got clear of the 
Enemy, uſed their utmoſt Endeavours to recollect 
a Force ſufficient to protect him, in caſe he ſhould 
think proper to appear at their Head, yet they 
found it impracticable; and this perhaps was in 
ſome Meaſure owing to the P——'s not appear- 
ing publickly with thoſe few Forces which his 
Friends did for ſome Time keep together, and 
Which as 4 Magnet would very probably have 
drawn much greater Numbers to him, 

As for Lord Lovat, thinking himſelf and his 
proffergd Supply of Men ſomewhat neglected; and 
that i as no Jonger ſafe for him to remain in Scot- 
lands be began to take Meaſures for his Eſcape 


into France: which however he had not the good

As Fort-Auguſtus had before the Battle, been 
demoliſned by the Troops of Aſcanius, and as 
there was neither Garriſon nor Proviſions now 
there, the P proceeded along the great Rad 
towards Fort -William, taking the wounded Locbiei 
along with him. At Noon hey arrived at [nver- ' 


. gary, where they hoped to find ſomething tor 


Dinner, their Spirits beginning to droop tor want 
of Suſtenance. But all was here deſolate and con- 


| fuſed, having been ſo ever ſince the taking of 


Fort- Auguſtus, and the fruitleſs Siege of Fort-Wil- 
liam. Proviſions were as ſcarce here as Water in 
the Lybian Deſerts, and pinching Hunger had 
been the P——'s Companion during he Re- 
mainder of this Day, and the enſuing Night, 
had not a Fiſherman, allured by the Prolpect 
of extraordinary Gain employed all his Skill, and 
by good Fortune ſpeedily procured them a deli- 
cious Repaſt from the liquid Element. It was 
however found more difficult to dreſs than to 
catch their Salmon; which at length they be- 
thought themſelves of flicing, and broiling, 
tho* with no ſmall Trouble, upon a Turf Fire, 
Mr. Sullivan and his R— H——ſs being Cooks 
in Chiet. | 
After Dinner, Aſcauius waited two Hours, tho? 
in vain, for the five Gentlemen who were to fol- 
low him from Aird; and alto hoping to gain ſome 
Intelligence. of ſuch of his principal Followers, 
as, eſcaping the Field of Battle, might hap- 
pen to take this Rout. At length tired with

waiting, the P———— was about to take Horſe, 
when a Man well mounted galloped towards 
him, and upon his near Approach was known 
to be the gallant Macdonald, one of the five aſore- 


mentioned, and who had been a Domeſtick of 


the P—*s. He appeared to be half dead, and 
hardly able to keep his Seat on the Horſe; and 
the Beaſt likewiſe was all over frothed with Sweat. 


Aſſaying to diſmount before he delivered his In- 


tclhgrnce, he found himfelf unable, and before 
any one could lend him a helping Hand, he fell 
from the Saddle to the Ground, and a heart-

1 of Death now appeared in his Face, and 
he had hardly Time to tell his aftoniſh'd Maſter, 
that being with the other four overtaken on 
the Ealt Side of Fort- Auguſins by a Party of

* of his Horſe for his Eſcape, and thereby had

in the Back with their Piſtol-ſhot. That he 


©. ſoon perceiv'd his Weunds were mortal, and 


then all that he hop'd or wiſh'd for, was to 
ſee his beloved Maſter before he died.“ All 
this he ſpoke in broken Sentences, while every 
Word, was followed by Groans and painful 
Ejulations; and all he had Time to add to what 
is above repeated, was, I beg your R—1 
H- to fly for your Life, for the Enemy are 
dy this Time at Fon-Auguſtus.— And with

that the faithful Macdonald, according to his Wiſh, 


breathed out his loyal Soul at his Maſter's Feet. 
The P—— was the more troubled at the Fate of 
this truſty Domeſtick, as his Death was obviouſly 
precipitated by his Fall from his Horfe, which 
might eaſily have been prevented had his Condition 
been known before he offered to diſmount; and 
beſides it was uncertain whether he might not have 
lived, had he eſcaped this laſt Accident. After 
ſhedding a few Tears on the cold Corſe of the 


unfortunate Macdonald, Aſcanius departed, (all 
- gloomy and dejected,) from Invergary; and as 


he poſted acroſs the Country, he gratified the me- 
lancholy Turn his once gay and ſprightly Thoughts

ated a great but mortifying Part. But now ano- 
ther Object attracted his Tenderneſs and Com- 
paſſion.

forced to abandon my P-, whom I ſhould 
think it my greateſt Felicity to attend to the ut-

with him the greateſt Adverſity. For the R 
* Aſcanius I have renounced, and freely would 
for ever renounce every Thing dear to me in 
© this World. But alas! my treacherous Limbs 
'* deſert my ſteadier Soul; my Wound bears hard 
upon me, and my exhauſted Spirits no longer 
* ſecond the Reſolution of a Heart for ever yours ; 
and which ſhall till accompany your R—1

. Grievous was it to the generous Aſcanius to 
leave the brave and faithful Lochzel behind; and 
the more ſo in Regard to the dangerous, the deſ- 
perate Situation that worthy Man mult be left in. 
No Surgeon near to dreſs his Wound, no Shelter 
to ſcreen him from the Rage of the victorious and 
exaſperated Enemy. But Lochiel, whoſe Concern 
for his P— engroſſed all his Fears, prevented 
Aſcanius from waſting any Time in fruitleſs La- 
mentations, and thoſe little Delays uſual between 
tender Friends on ſo melancholly a Parting. © Fly 
my dear P—, (ſaid he,) Take Care of your- 
ſelf, and leave your faithful Lochial to the Pro- 
tection of Providence. North of this Place, 
and within a Mile, lives an honeſt Peaſant, who 
was my Father's Servant, with him I doubt 
not to find an Aſſylum, and he may alſo have 
it in his Power to procure me a Surgeon ; to 
his friendly Hut my Servant may ſee me ſafe, 
and in the mean Time may Heaven protect the 
great and good Aſcanius.“ 5 
And now the P—, with a heavy Heart, con- 
tinued his Flight, and before the Break of the 


where by the united Perſwaſions of his two con- 
Kant Attendants, Sherridan and Sullivan, he went 
| to

to ſleep, which neither he nor they had done for 
five Days and Nights; but now, though indefa- 
tigable their Activity, Nature oppreſs'd, har- 
raſs'd, and wearied out with Care and Fatigue, 
oblig'd them to take this neceſſary Refreſhment: 
Aſcanius did not awake *till Afternoon, when he 
dined on what could be got in that poor Coun- 
try. He afterwards waited there 'till Night, in 
hopes of gaining fome Intelligence of the Mea- 
ſures taken by his Friends after their Defeat, 

and what Strength they had left; but receiving 
none, he reſolved to depart for the Glens of Mo- 
rar. Accordingly he ſet out on Foot, the Horſe- 
roads being not only much round about, but fo 
bad that it was thought moſt adviſeable to leave 

their Beaſts behind them: On the Nineteenth, a- 
bout Day-break, they arrived at the Glen of Morar, 
'but neither could any Intelligence be got here. 
From hence they departed the fame Day for Ari- 
aig, and got thither in the Evening, but found 
none of their old Aſſociates there. However, Aſca- 
nius was gladly received by the Country Chiefs, 

the People here being in general well- affected to 
his Cauſe. From hence Mr. Sherridan, in Diſ- 

iſe, was diſpatch'd into the Neighbourhood of 
5H Fort William , and from thence, if he found it ne- 
| ceſſary and practicable, he had Directions to paſs 
| into. the County of Roſs, in order to pet all the 

Intelligence poſſible; for great part of the Remains 
of the P- 's routed Army had fled that Way. 
Mean Time it was agreed that Aſcanius, with Mr. 
Sullivan ſhould ſtay at Ariſaig, or it they could 
not ſafely remain here till Mr. SHerridan's Return.

_ vilized. Way of living of the Country People; 
with writing Memorandums, and Remarks on his 
Affairs, and the Viciſſitudes he had ſeen in the Bri- 
tiſb Wand ; with the Converſation of the venerable 
Mr. Archibald Macdonald of Bariſdale, who fre- 
uently viſited him; and with the Diverſion of 
Fiſhing, of which he Was > eres fond ; and here 
alſo he was jo n roop of the loyal Came- - 
rons, the Vaſſals his beloved Lockiel, whom 
they expected to find in theſe parts, having heard 
this he had been at Fert- ug. April 27th he 
was joined by Capt. O' Neil, who had eſcaped from 
the Battle, and had lain ſome Days concealed at In- 
verary, where, on the twenty-third, he met with 
Mr. Sberridan, by whom he was directed to his 
R—] H—ſs. O'Neil inform'd the P— that the 
Lord Kilmarnock was the only Perſon of Diſtinction 
taken in the Battle; but that the Earl of Cromartic, 
with his Son, and above one hundred of his People, 
were taken the Day before, as was the Lord Balme- 
Tino the Day ber. the Battle; that. the Duke, of 
* with his Brother the Lord Drummond, were 
t into Lochabar, attended only by their Servants ; - 
—— order d the French Forces, which the latter 
commanded, to ſurrender to. the Enemy, that moſt 
of the other. Chiefs had acted in much the ſame 
Manner, every one ſhifting for himfelf, and order- 
ing the Clans and others under their Command, 
to do ſo too.—* Alas ! quoth Aſcaris, is this 
* the boaſted Loyalty and Conſtancy of ; the

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Scots; are they ſo terribly diſheartened by one 
Defeat? Since it is ſo, it behoves us likewiſe to 
provide for our own Safety by leaving this un- 
% grateful Country. — But what (continued the 
« P—) is our Loſs at Culloden reported to amount 
« to?” Above five Hundred ſlain on the Field, re- 
lied the Captain, and twice that Number in the 
Purſuit. O Heavens! cried Aſcanius, is it poſ- 
« ſible that the Engliſo Troops could take fo 
% bloody a Revenge? What! Did my poor Men 
s refuſe Quarter ?” Quarter, anſwer d the Cap- 
tain, was denied them ; they craved it, but in vain : 
The Duke's People, exaſperated againſt us to an un- 
common Degree, ſacrificed every Man that could not 
fly beyond the Reach of their Fury. It ſeems they 
were animated and prompted to this by a Report that 
your R—I H,, over confident of Vittory, had 
given Orders to your Troops not to ſpare a Man of 
the D—s Army, refuſing Quarter to all without 
Diſtinction. This was induſtriouſiy ſpread among the 
Engliſh, and greatiy contributed to the dreadful 
Slaughter which followed our Defeat. My 
God! replied Aſcanius, What's this I hear? 
« How monſtrous! how baſe ® # * F* „„ # « # 
« But ſure C d is too brave 
to be the Author of fo v—ll-sa * *. I do 
© not believe him capable of any Thing ſo mean, 
and ſo inconſiſtent with true Courage and Brave-

and Means of Revenge.” 
? After ſome further Diſcourſe, and O' Neil aſſur- 
is ing the P that there was no Hopes of reaſſem- 
e bling any conſiderable Number of his Forces in a 
"2 Body, it was determined to look out for a Ship to 
carry Aſcanius and ſuch of his Adherents as were at

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fent with him over to France, Among theſe was 
Donald M*Leod, a truſty Highlander, and a Man 
of Conſequence in that Country: Him the 7 
employed to hire a Veſſel to convoy them to Storn- 
way, where they hoped to find or gain Intelligence 
of ſome French Ship, ſeveral having been tor ſome 
Time expected on this Part of the Scotch Coaſt, 
Accordingly M*Leed found Means to procure 
an eight-oar*d Boat, on board of which on the 
the 28th he conducted Aſcanius, with his faithful 
Sullivan, and Capt. O' Neil: With the reſt a 
Promiſe was left of ſending for them as ſoon as a 
Ship could be ſecured, MIS I 

in The Boat's Crew being order'd to make all poſ- 
| | ſible haſte ro Stornway, plied. their Oars luſtil y, 
j but the approaching Night threatning them with 
| very bad Weather, they began to repent of what 
5 | they had taken in Hand, and at length plainly told 
14 their Paſſengers that it would be dangerous to pro- 
9 ceed, and beg'd leave to put back. Aſcanius, 
| whoſe fearleſs Soul was not to be moved with di- 


ſtant Proſpects of uncertain Danger, would by no 
Means conſent to this. But the Night proving ter- 
ribly tempeſtuous, all in the Boat, except the P— 
| alone, were fer returning, and joined in intreating 
Mi his Conſent to it: And happy had it been for him 
1 had he complied; for on the very next Day two 
French Men of War came to Ariſaig with Stores 
and Money for his Service; and as the ſe Ships had 
the good Fortune ſafely to return to France, he had 
afterwards but too much Reaſon to regret the Miſ- 
ſing of that Opportunity tor efcaping thither. But 
as neither he nor thoſe about him, could poſſibly 
know before hand of the Arrival of theſe Ships 
and as M Leod had declared t hat he had a great In- 
tereſt at Stor naway, and could ſpeedily procure a 
Ship there, Aſcanins was certainly in the Right to 
| 0 proceed 
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proceed for the Place where he had a Proſpect of 


finnidg the Means of extricating himſelf out of his 


preſent diſagreeable Situation: And beſides, well 
might he think it beneath him to fly the Dangers 
of the Deep, and the Threats of a Tempeſt, for the 
ſake of a wretched Life ſpent in wandering about 
like a Vagabond, or perhaps, lingered away amidſt 


the Gloom and Horrors of-a Priſon 5 for he was 
well aſſured, that tho' he fell into che Enemy's 


Hands they neither would nor durſt to take away 
his Lite, ſo long as the Power of France was ca- 
pable of making an irreſiſtable Interpoſition. 

As the Night advanced the Tempeſt increaſed, 
and the Water catching the Rage of the Winds, 
foamed horrible, and every Moment threatned the 
affrighted Boatmen with a dreadful Voyage to the 


| Regions of Death. To heighten their Diſtreſs, 


the Weather was fo exceſſive cold, that the poor 
Fellows loſt the Uſe of their Hands, and were una- 
ble to manage their Oars, therefore were forced to 
abandon the Boat to the Mercy of the Waves, and 
ſhe was arbitrarily driven to and fro, and every Mo- 
ment ſcemed on the Point of ſubſiding beneath the 


high and rolling Billows. To leſſen their Danger, 
as far as lay in "their Power, Aſcanius and his three 


generous Attendants became Rowers in their 
Turns, and labour'd as long as they were able. 
The Chearfulneſs and Serenity of the P, in this 
diſtreſsful Juncture, his Reſignation to the Will of 


Heaven, and at the ſame Time his Reſolucion, his 


prudent Endeavours, and the Induſtry with which he 
labour'd, all conſpired to re-annimate the Frozen, 
the deſponding Boat-men :: Again they apply them- 
{elves to their Oars, while Aſcanins and the three 
wearied Gentlemen reft themſelves: But alaſs! the 
Violence of the unrelenting Storm again incapact- 


kates chem, their Bodies are benumbed, and their 
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Spirits fail. At length Aſcanius, who was now be- 
come well acquainted with the Genius and Hu- 
mours of the Highlanders, began to ridicule their 
Fears, made light of the Nanger they were in, and 
to divert their Apprehenſions, he ſung them ſeve- 
ral Songs, one in particular in their own Language, 
and Mr. Sullivan and Mr M*Leod join'd in the 
Chorus ; and, in ſhort, the Whim ſucceeded to 
his Wiſh, the Men being extreamly pleaſed, and 
laboured to Admiration, while their illuſtrious 
Paſſenger lull'd aſleep both their Fears and Fa- 
tigues. | 
And now the Morning approach'd, bringing in 
the wiſh'd for Day-light ; but ſtill the Weather 
grew worſe and worſe: However about eight o*clock 
they were happily driven aſhore in one of the Scotch 
Iſlands called Benbicula, at a Point of Land named 
Ruſhneſs. Though in any better Circumſtances 
they would have thought it a Misfortune to 
be thus driven wide of the Piace they intended 
for, yet conſidering the Dangers they had paſt, they 
rejoiced to find themſelves alive and on Land; and 
congratulated each other, returning Thanks to 
Heaven for the Mercy ſhewn them. Which done, 
Mr. Sullivan raillied Aſcanius on his forgetting his 
Prayers, while in diſtreſs, andſinging heathen Songs, 
inſtead of Chriſtian Hymns. a 

The Wind ſtill continuing to blow exceſſively 
cold, and the Men being almoſt ſtarved to Death, 
Mr. M.Lecd went about with ſome of them to look 
for Wood, which having procured, Aſcanius em- 
ployed himſelf in making a Fire, at which they all 
warm'd themſelves, and comforted their Hearts 
with a Glaſs of Brandy ; but not a Bit of Victuals 
had they, nor knew where to procure any. In this 
Situation they remained ſome Hours, *till at laſt 
they took the Reſolution of venturing turther int

the Country tho? the Inhabitants were not to 
relied on. Towards the Evening they arrived at 
few Huts, from which the Inhabitants fled on their 
Approach. In one of theſe they remained all the 
following Night, and feaſted on a young Colt, the 
only Animal they could procure for Food, and 
which they cut to p eces and broil'd : The P 
fed heartily, and every one was pleaſed with his 
Supper, having the moſt delicious Sauce in the Uni- 
va, an exceeding ſharp Stomach. As for Sleep 
only the Boat-men took any that Night, Aſcauius 
and his three Friends, mindful of their preſent dan- 
gerous Situation, and diſtruſttul of the Country 
People, never cloſed their Eyes, but kept ſtrict 
Watch *till the next Morning; when finding the 
Weather more favourable, they prepared to march 
further into the Country, in hopes of perſwading 
the People to furnith them with — — at any 
Price, to ſerve them in caſe any Accident ſhould 
prevent their getting to Sternway before the End 
of the next Day. In this they ſucceeded even be- 
yond Expectation; pretending to be Merchants 
who had ſuffer'd Shipwreck in their Voyage to the 
Orkneys, and offering to pay largely for what Pro- 
viſions they ſhould receive, the Iſlanders furniſhed 
them with dry'd Fiſh, Brandy, and ſome Bread or 
rather Cakes made of Oatmeal, and baked on a 
Griddle ; but this laſt being tour, Aſcanius could 
not eat: M*Leed informed him that this Oaten 
Cake was made ſour when new, for otherwiſe the 
Scots could not eat it. Having paid generouſly for 
what they had, and likewiſe for the Colt above men- 
tion'd, they reimbarked the ſame Evening, being 
the goth of April, and ſet fail for S/ornway, but 
meeting with another Tempeſt were obliged to put 
into an Iſland called Scalpa, where they all went on 
Shore to a Farmer's Houſ?, paſſing, as before at 


Benbicula, 
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Benbicula, for Ship- wreck'd Merchants. Mr. Sul 
livan went under the Name of St. Clair, Aſcanius 


paſs'd for his Son, O' Neil for the Ship Captain, and 


M Leod for a Paſſenger. 

The Weather continuing very bad during the 
reſt of the Night and all the next Day, Aſcanius de- 
termined to remain here *till the Return of a Meſ- 
ſenger which M*Leod now ſent to Stornway, with 
Directions to his Brother there to hire a Veſſel for 
France. Mean Time he and his Attendants were 


hoſpitably entertained by the generous Farmer, 
who did not expect any Recompence. Here, 


May the 3d, he heard from the Mouth of publick 
Report, that himſelf with Mr. Sullivan, Mr. Sher- 
ridan, Lord Elcho, the Duke of Perth, his Bro- 
ther the Lord John Drummond, with ſeveral others 


who had eſcaped the Defeat at Culloden, weile at 
 Ariſaig, where two French Men of War lay ready 


to take them on board, as' ſoon as ſome other 
Chiefs whom they waited for ſhould alſo arrive 
there. This News threw the P into great 
Perplexity. As much of it as related to himſelf 
and Mr. Sullivan he knew to be falſe ; but as to 
the reſt he doubted not its Truth. He imagined 
that Mr. Sherridan had brought the Duke of Perth 
and the others to Ariſaig, in hopes of finding him 
(Aſcanius) there, or ſafe on board one of the Men 
of War; and that not meeting with him there, 
they deferred to go on board, in Expectation of 
findinghim. As to the Rumour of his actually being 
there, he accounted for that as what People might 
reaſonably imagine, becauſe he was not known to 
be any whereelſe, and had probably been ſeen on 
that Coaſt by ſome who knew him. In ſhort, not 
doubting but his Gueſſes were right, as indeed 
they were, he became very uneaſy, and wiſhed 
himſelf at Ariſaig, but how to get thither ſafely and 
A | | ſpeedily 
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ly was the 2 age Mr. Sullivan, whoſe Opinion 
was ever deciſive with Aſcanius, objected, That 
Reports were not lightly to be credited, nor this 
6 eſpecially, as his R—| H ſs's Preſence 
there gave one Part of it the lye; that neither the 
French Ships nor the Chiefs ſaid to be at Ariſaig 
© might be there, or if they had been there, might 
be gone before the P-—— could join them, 
that if this ſhould be the Caſe, 4/can:us would 
run too great a Hazard by going in queſt of the 
Ships, and might perhaps ruin himſelf inſtead 
of finding them, it being difficult to judge whe-

the Land or on the Water, or from the adverſe 
Diſpoſition of the Weather. 

I 0 this Aſcanius replied, © I have forſeen Mr. 
Sullivan's Objections, and I allow them their juſt 
Weight? but who can tell what Mr. Sherridan 
— "i tranſacted for us; Perhaps our Affairs 
in Scotland are not in ſo deſperate a Condition as 
we imagine: It may be unneceſſary for us to re- 
turn to France; and by taking the Step raſhly 
we may do ourſelves an irretrievable Prejudice: 
© Befides we are not ſure of procuring a Ship at 
Stornway, if ever we get thither ourſelves ; but if 
this ſhould happen, how ſhall we proceed then, 
* ſeeing we have no Intereſt there excluſive of Mr. 
© M*Leod's; is there not ſome Danger of our fall- 
ing into the Enemy's Hands by going to Stern- 
why ? | : 
To this M*<Leod anſwer' d, There can no Dan- 
ger att end our going to Storumay. I doubt not 
bdut my Brother will have ſecured us a Veſſel by 
the Time we get thither; If not, we may lie un- 
* diſcover'd *till one can be got; or if your R—1 
H £ ſhould (which however I don't at all 
.* apprehend) be known, and any Attempt made

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ther tfiey had moſt to fear from the Enemy, on 
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© upon your Perſon, I am ſure of raiſing Friends 
enough to oppoſe Force to Force.“ Hereupon 
the P— delared he would go to Stornway if 
M Leod heard from his Brother that Night, or o- 
therwiſe, he thought it moſt adviſeable to depart 

the next Day for Ariſaig. Hdwever about Mid- 
night the Meſſenger returned from Stornway, with 


a Letter from Mr. James M.Leod to his Brother, 


informing him that a Ship” was ready according to 
his Deſire. Hereupon Capt. O' Neil, tranſported 
with the good News; fell.on his Knees, thanking 
Heaven for their approaching Deliverance, and con- 
tinuing the fame Poſture, begged to kiſs his R—1 
H ſs's Hand, and to 8 him on the 
fair Proſpect he now had of eſcaping the many 
Dangers that ſurrounded him, I thank you, no- 
ble Captain, (ſaid Aſcanius, for the Part you take 
in my Intereſt and Safety; but we muſt not be 
too confident; we are not yet at Stornway; we 
are not yet on board the Ship; we are not yet 
© paſt all Danger from the Privateers, and Men of 
War of the Enemy: In ſhort, *till we are ſafe 
landed in France, let us not think the Danger paſt, 
© nor the Storms of our Adverſity blown over. — 
Let us depart for Stornway, but let us be pre- 
pared for freſh Diſappointments, and new Pil 
aſters, and then if they come they will fall the ligh- 
ter on us. 1 | 
And now, (May the 4th, about four in the Morn- 
ing) our illuſtrious Wanderer, and his Followers, 
ſet out for Stornway, after handſomely and liberally 
rewarding their Kind Hoſt the Farmer; for M*Leod 
had brought Money enough with him, nor did the 
 P— and Mr. Sullivan travel with empty Pockets. 
In the Evening of the next Day they arrived at 
Stornway, where they found Fames M*Leod, who 
had imprudently revealed to a pretended F mow. 
| ; at. 
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that he had hired a Ship to carry the P over 
to France. It was at ſome Diſtance from the Town 
that James M. Leod met the P=—, whom he had 
never before ſeen, but whom nevertheleſs he knew 
by the Dignity of his Mien and Aſpect, tho' — 
uiſed in a common Highland Dreſß. On Sigh 
of Aſcanius the confulee®” MLeod fell down on Fe 
Knees at the Diſtance of an hundred Yards, and 


with uplift Hands and dejected Countenance cried 


out alas! my P how ſhallI pay my Duty— 
He would have ſaid more, but was in ſuch Con- 
fuſion that he knew not how to expreſs himſelf, 
remaining i the ſame Poſture till his Brother Bo- 
nald, — by and miſtruſting ſome unlucky Ac- 
cident, rouſed him, and ſoon learnt what had hap- 
pened. In ſhort, James M*Leod's Friend had ma- 
Iciouſly divulged the Secret, adding this Circum- 
ſtance to the Truth, viz. That Aſcanius was coming 
to Stornway with five hundred Men, and intended 
to plunder and burn the Town before he embark'd : 
(This was the more readily believed, as the Inha- 
bitants had expreſſed no great Affection to him on 
ſeveral Occaſions.) Hereupon the Country-People 
had taken the Alarm, and above two hundred Men 
were in Arms at Sornway.—— In fine, the 7 
found he muſt not enter the Town, and as there 
was no other Way of coming at the Ship, they 
were under the Neceſſity of lying all Night on the 
Moor, or returning immediately by the Way they 
came : Indeed if they could have got at the Ship, 
they had only been in a worſe Caſe, for the Town' 8

W hile the P „and his two Followers were 
debating with the Boat-men, a Ship appeared in 
Sight, and they ſoon perceived ſhe was making for 
the Boat.

which they remained from the 6th to the roth. 
Here their Condition was indeed deplorable : With- 
out Houſe, without Bed, without Proviſions, and 
what was ſtill more uncomfortable, without the 
leaſt Proſpect of bettering their Situation, unleſs 


falling into the Enemy's Hands could be expected 1 
to better it, of which they were every Moment in 3 
Fear, the Sea round them being never free front 3 

| 


Veſſels of various Kinds all the while wy were 
there. Tis true they found two or three Fiſher- 
men's Huts on the Iſland, and in one of them ſome | 
Salt-Fiſh which providentially had been left there, 
and without which they could not have ſubſiſted. 
As to the Huts, they durſt not venture to ſleep in 
them for fear of a .Surprize. "Theſe Huts were 5 
on the North Side of the Iſland, within half a Mile 1 
of the Sea. Further up the Country to the South- 
ward, the Land was thickly overgrown with Bruſh- 
wood and Shrubs, and it ſeem'd as if no human Crea- 
ture ever came there. Among theſe, the forlorn A, 
canius and his Followers concealed themictves in 
the Day-time, and one was always appointed to watch 
while the reft ſlept, which they the more ſecurely 
did, being under no Apprehenſions of any Diſtur- 
bance from the Sea on this Side the Iſland, the 
Shore being rocky and almoſt inacceſſible. In the 
Night-Time they ſhelter*d themſelves in the Huts, 
which however but poorly defended them from the — © 
Injuries of the Weather, which was rainy every 
Night, and they were always wet to the Skin before 
Morning. Their Fiſh they ſteeped in Water, and 
afterwards broiled it on a Wood Fire ; and as for 

Drink, they were glad to accept of what the Rain 

ſupplied them with; for the Iſland, which was not | 

above three Leagues -in Circumference, afforded | 
| none 
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none but what was too brackiſh to drink. O' Neil 
watched the firſt Day, Sullivan the ſecond, and on 
the third Aſcanius offered to take his Turn; for 
the ſurly Rowers abſolutely refuſed, grumbling 
and ſwearing continually ; and as they looked on 
the P—— and two Gentlemen as the Authors of 
their preſent Diſtreſs, they thought it their Duty to 
bear the greateſt Share of the Hardſhips :* And 
agreeable hereto, they ſeized the Remainder of the 
Brandy which was the P——'s ſole Property; di- 
ſtributed their poor and ſcanty Proviſions as they 
ſaw fit ; and, notwithſtanding all the Art and Ad- 
. dreſs Aſcanius was maſter of, they would do only 
what they pleaſed. —However the faithful and af- 
fectionate O' Neil would not ſuffer the P to 
watch while himſelf ſlept, but inſiſting on it, chear- 
fully made it his Turn again to Watch on the third 
Day, and alſo on the fourth, Mr. Sullivan being 
indiſpoſed. But now Aſcanius could not ſleep for 
ruminating on his deplorable Situation. Therefore 
he maved about and kept the Captain Company. 
While the P— and his truſty O Net were deeply 
engaged in Converſation, they walked inſenſibly 
towards the Place where the Boat was, lying hid 
in a Cove; and the Sight thereof put it into the 
Captain's Head to go off in her, taking only Mr. 
Sullivan with them, and leaving the untractable 
Crew to ſhift for themſelves on the Ifland. - < We 
* mult ſpeedily, (ſaid he) be famiſh'd to Death if 
© we remain here; or, the beſt Fate we can reaſon- 
© ably expect is to be taken Priſoners, after which we 
have only a bare Poſſibility of having our Lives 
* ſpared. At the worſt we can but meet Death 
or Captivity, if we put to Sea; but we have a 
* Chance of eſcaping both. 


My dear Captain, replied Aſcanius, I both ap- 
prove and diſlike your Propoſal. Iam as much in

_ © haſte to leave this Iſland as you can be, but I by 
no Means approve your Project of leaving thoſe 
poor Fellows behind us. "Tho? they are rude and 
inſolent to us, yet {till it would be taking too ſe- 
© vere a Revenge to run away with their Boat, and 
leave them to periſh miſerably here. Conſider they 
© are chagrined and ſowered by the Misfortunes 
< we have drawn them into; and in ſuch Circum- 
© ſtances we ought to excuſe their Errors. Be- 
* ſides you do not conſider that we can't manage 
the Boat without them.” 

Whilſt the P— and O' Neil were diſputing this 
Matter, they came back towards the Buſhes where 
Sullivan and the Men were left aſleep ; but whom 
they now found buſied in ſearching for the two 
Wanderers, whom, happening to wake, they had 
miſſed. © My Friends and Companions in Adver- 
« ſity, (ſaid Aſcanius,) no Veſſel appears within 
© Ken; theſe Seas perhaps are clear of the Enemy; 
© let us therefore embark, who knows but gracious 
Heaven will now at laſt deliver us out ot all our 
* Troubles?? On this they all repair*d to the Boat, 
and after having carefully viewed the Main, whereon 
they ſaw no Sail, they re-imbarked ; but not till 
after a warm Debate on the Courſe they were to 
ſteer. Afcanius propoſed the Orkneys, upon which 
one of the Rowers made him this Anſwer, - To 
* the Orkneys quo' ye! No, the De'el burſt the 
© Weams o' , &ery ane o' us an we do Weeſe 
* gang to the Harris, and fra thence weeſe fairly 
find our Way Heame again.“ Hereupon the 
other Boatmen cried out unanimouſly, to the Har- 


* ris, to the Harris] and the P, ſeeing it was in 


vain to oppoſe their Reſolution, held his Peace. 


Every one in the Boat began now to look ex- 


tremely meagre and ſavage, for. Want of Provi- 
ſions and other Neceſſaries; nor had they one Bit 
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of any thing to eat, or Drop of any drinkable Li- 
quid left. Mr. Sullivan's Indiſpoſition increas'd ; 
but there was no other Remedy to be had but Sleep, 
to which he was frequently inclined. In this Situa- 
tion, they were, on the 11th at Break of Day, again 
chaſed by an Englihb Ship; but happily got 
clear, by taking Shelter among the Rocks. In 
the Eyening they again arrived at the Iſland of 
| Benbicula, where they ſtaid till the 14th; receiving 
Intelligence there that ſeveral Engliſb Ships were 
ſearching for the P in theſe Parts, haying 
heard that he had been at Sa/pa in an open Boat. 


- . © 


The Perſon who told them this was a Highlander 
who had eſcaped from the late fatal Battle, and 
who ſeeing Aſcauius land, knew him, and reſolved 
once more to devote his Life to his P 8 
Service. On his Repreſentations Aſcanius reſolved 
to ſtay at Benbicula, till the circumjacent Seas 
ſhould be lefs crouded by the Enemy's Ships. 
The Boat-men now diſcovering who Aſcanius 
was, fell on their Knees, and implored his Pardon 
for their paſt Rudeneſs, ſwearing they would live 
and die with him; and the P—— as generouſly 
granted, as they humbly craved his Forgiveneſs. 
Our Adventurers were much perplex'd to know 
how to diſpoſe of themſelves that Night, being far 
from the inhabited Part of the Iſland. Though 
they were all very weak, they thought themſelyes 
able, if Neceſſity required, to march all Night; 
but Mr. Sullivan was ſo ill that he could ſcarce 
ſtand, nor had any three of them Strength enough 
left to carry him, though Aſcanius propoſed this 
Expedient, and offer d to be one of the Bearers 
himſelf, ſo great was his Affection to that Gentle- 
man, whoſe Services indeed amply merited his 
Ps Favour. | 5 


The Highlander whom they found here bad 


pro-

procured 2 Boat, and, under the Appearance of a 


Fiſherman, was concealed trom the knowledge of 


the Enemy; and indeed he had actually betaken 


himſelf to that Employment. 

He uſually lodged in a Hut not far within the 
Shore, having two or tarce others of that Profeſ- 
ſion with him. As there were ſeveral other Fiſher 
men's Huts thereabouts, the P— and his * 
lodged in tnem that Night; and while he and 
O' Neil were contriving a Bed for poor Sullivan, 
the Fiſhermen were buſicd in broiling and boilin 
(for they had Kettles with them) Fiſ for Supper. 
As the Fiſhermen had luckily got ſome Salt, and 


as the Place afforded plenty of Water for Drink, 


Aſcanius and his Followers feaſted moſt deliciouſly, 
and now thought themſelves the happieſt Mortals 
under the Sun. Sullivan indeed could eat but 
little, and his Indiſpoſition at this Time gave the 
P more Concern tnan even his own unhappy 
Situation. This Gentleman was repoling bimiclt 
on a Bed made of ſome of the Boat- men's Cloatas, 
they being content with having a good Fire to 


keep themſelves warm, for. there was pls nty of 


Wood i in the Place. 

Aſcanius ſeating himſelf on the Grougd by Mr. 
Sullivan, expreſſed his tender Regard for him in ſuch 
moving Terms as drew Tears from the Standers- 
by, and in particular the humane and compaſſionate 
O'Neil. “ You mutt not, ſaid Aſcanius, you thall 
not, my dear Sullivan, die and leave me in 
« theſe wretched Circumſtances ; forbid it, gra- 
* cious Heaven! let me not loſe the beſt and moſt 
beloved Friend I have in the World! Or, 
if you needs will go, ſtay, Oh! ſtay a little, and 
take me with you: I will not, I cannot live a 
% Day after you. To what Purpoſe ſhould I 
* ſtiy behind thee ? Without ther how ſhall I 

3 con- 
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* conduct myſelf in this ſtrange and barbarous 
Part of the World; how avoid falling a Prey 
eto my mercileſs Enemies. Or, it I do eſcape, 
„yet Life will have no Charms for me without 
ny Sullivan.” '—The ſick Man' was ſo affected 
with the P 's Diſcourſe, that he was at a 
Lois to expreſs his Acknowledgements. ** For 
my own Sake, ſaid he, I could wiſh to die, 
for I have known enough of this World to make 
eme weary of it. But ſince my Life is ſo valued 
„ by my P—; I hope to preſerve it for his Ser- 
a - But -let us not talk away the Night, 
* your R—1 H——1s hath need of Reſt, and I 
* beg you will try to get ſome Sleep; 3 We know 
% not yet what we have to go throu 

And now the P and the reſt went to their 
Repoſe, and all but Aſcanius ſlept ſoundly till 
Morning; he alone could not reſt for reflecting on 
his fad Circumſtances, and his Fears for Mr. Sul- 
livan: But the next Morning he had the Satisfaction 
to find that Gentleman much better, and able to 
walk. about. This Morning Aſcanius, with a Piſtol 
(for he carried a Pair concealed under his Cloaths, 
and which were the only Fire Arms he and his Fol- 
lowers had) ſhot a "ow | of a Sea-Fowl, ſomewhat 
like a Muſcovy Duck. He had ſpied and killed her 
ſitting on her Neſt in a Cavity of a Rock ; but her 
Eggs were nigh hatch'd. The Fowl was imme- 
diately boiled, and the Fiſhermen having ſome 
Oatmeal, a Meſs of Broth was made, the Captain 
being Cook. This Broth, and the Fleſh of the 
Fowl did Mr. Sullivan great Service, 1 after 
a hearty Breakfaſt, he found himſelf able to march. 
The P and O'Neil alſo feaſted deliciouſly on 
the Fow] and Broth, not having taſted ſuch Dain- 
ties for thirteen Days. |

They now thought it proper to advance farther 
into the Iſland, in order to procure ſoine Provi- 
ſions againſt they ſhould re-imbark, which at pre- 
ſent they durſt not do for the great Numou:r of 
Ships they ſaw. The Boat's Crew were now ex- 
tremely ſubmiſſive, and though not a Man of 
them was in good Health, they would needs carry 


what Moveables the P— and his Attendants had, 


and they likewiſe, by Turns, ſupported Mr. Sul- 
livan as he walk'd, two of them at a Time taking 
him by the Arms. About three o'Clock they 
got to the Houle of one of the Natives, who knew 
the Highland Fiſherman, and upon his Recom- 
mendation furniſh'd the P and his Company 
with Oatmeal, Bread, Hung Bect, and a Stone- 
Bottle to hold freſh Water. The Iſlander would 
have entertain'd them all Night, but Kknowin 
they were of the P——'s Party, though he little 
thought the P himſelf was there, he durſt not, 
there being a Report that ſome Troops from the 
Iſle of Skye were coming to Benbicula to ſearch (as 
it was ſuppos'd) for Aſcanius and others, whom the 
hoped to find; and therefore was afraid of bing 
hanged if he ſhould be known to have aſſiſte any 
of that party, and more eſpecially if any ſhould 
be found in his Houſe : For he knew not but the 
expected Troops were already landed, or might 
land that Evening. This Intelligence, though not 
to be entirely depended on, ſomewhat alarm'd the 
P and his Followers, and they were again 
at a Loſs which Way to move. It was now 
thought equally dangerous to proceed any farther 
among the Iſlanders or to return to their Boat, 
and again put to Sea. Not caring. to truſt the 
Man of the Houſe with their Rcelolutions, they 
deſired him to withdraw, which he willingly did 
and then, after the P——— and Mr. Sullivan 
ca F 2 : had 


at 
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had oel together, the Highland Fiſher- 
man adviſed them to lye that Night i in a Wood 
which he knew of, not far from the Place they 
were then at. This was approved of, and telling 
their Hoſt they were returning to their Boat, that 
it might not lye in his Power to diſcover their Re- 
treat, they returned, *rill out of Sight, the ſame 
Way thcy came, and then turn'd off to the Wood, 
which was on the Side of a Hill; and therein they 
found a dry Cave, in which they lodged that 
Night. 
| The next Morning the Highlander was ſent out 
for Intelligence, and about Noon he returned, 
bringing the/News of Colonel Campbell's being ex- 
Pected to land in the Iſland that Day, with a party 
of the Argyleſpire Militia. He had alſo undoubted 
Intelligence that the two French Men of War ſailed 
on the Fourth, having taken on board the Duke of 
Perth, the Lords Drummond and Elcho, Me. 
Sbherridan, Buchannan, and many others of Note, 
as was ſuppoſeq, their Names being not known. 
That the old Duke of Athol (i. e. the Marquis of 
Tullibardine) had been forced to ſurrender, after 
having in vain ſkulked about the Sea Coaſts, in 
hopes of getting off; and after having not only 
killed his Horſe, but flung himſelf into a bad State 
of Health, through the exceſſive Fatigue he had 
undergone. That every Day ſome perſon of Note 
fell into the Hands of the victorious Enemy) be- 
ſides great Numbers of the common People : And 
that many of the Clans had ſubmitted and were diſ- 
armed, That however a conſiderable Number ok; . 
ſuch as continued loyal to his R—1 I -ſs 
were aſſembled in Lochabar, but he heard not who 
headed them. That the two French Men of War, 
had (during the Engagement aforementioned, with 
the Eng Ships) landed lever Cheſts of _— 
an 
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and a great Quantity of military Stores, all which 

were immediately fecured by the loyal Clans, 

particularly Mr. Mac Donald of Bariſdale and 
his People, and Mr. Murray, his R—I H— 18's 
Secretary. That the Lords Pfligo, Murray, 
Nairn, Ozilve, and Dundee, with many others of 
leſs Note had the good Fortune to get on board 
certain Shins they found in Bxchan, and it was 
not doubred but they were all fate in France or 
elſewhere: But that the Miſery of thoſe left be- 
hind was incxpreſlible, being every where pur- 
ſued by ſeparate Parties of the Enemy. 

This Intelligence was far from being agrecable 
to Ajcanius and the reſt, Who now knew not 
which Way to turn themſelves, Mr. Sallivan, 
who was pretty well recover'd, propoſed to re- 
turn to their Boats, and try to get into Maydart, 
where they could only hope to find Security *till a 
Ship ſhould arrive to carry them off. For, 
= fig he, it is not to be doubted, but our hope- 
% leſs Situation is by this Time ceftainly known 
in France and Ireland, and we may reaſonably 
* expect our Friends will lend Veſſels to find us 
* out, and carry us off.“ Aſcanius approving this 
Advice, the active Highlander was again ſent out 
to ſee it the Coait was clear. Accordingly he 
went about two Miles from the Wood, and a- 
ſcending a Hill, from whence he could view the 
Country as far as the Sea-Shore, where the Boat 
lay, he found all quiet, and no Appearance of 
any Body of Men. From hence interring that 
the Enemy were not landed, or, however, not 


on that Side the Illand, he return'd, and then 


Aſeanius and his Company ſet out for their 
Boat. SY 

The Evening was. now far advanced, and 
they 
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they were . forced to travel in the Night.. 
By good Luck, however, they miſs'd not their 
Way, but came to the Fiſhermen's Huts, their 
former Habitations, and there ſtaid 'till Morn- 
ing, when they re-embark'd in their Boat, of 
which the Fiſhermen aforemention'd had taken 
Carc. Their faithful Highlander would fain 
have accompanied them, and the generous A, 
canius had taken ſuch a Liking to him, that he 
was willing to gratity the poor Fellow, notwith- 
ſtanding the manifeſt Inconvenience of increaſing 
their Number. But the Prudence of Mr. Fulli- 
van, and the Authority he had over the P——, 
prevented their taking the Man with them. 
The poor Fellow wept plentifully at parting with 
them, and falling on his Knees on the Strand, 
moſt pathetically implor*d the Protection of Hea- 
ven for his brave untortunate P—. Aſcanius too 
| ſhed Tears by Sympathy, and a moving Scene 
it was to ſee the Regard paid to each other by 
two Perſons ſo different in the Rank they bore 
in the World, the one being of the higheſt, the 
other of the loweſt Claſs of Mortals. 

I am not certainly inform'd what prevented 
their going directly to Moydart ; for whether 
the Wind, or the Sight of ſome Veſſel, obliged 
them to vary their Courſe, on the 16th they 
were on the Mountain of Currada in Scuth-Liſt, 
Where they were hoſpitably entertain'd by the 
poor Natives, among whom Aſcanius contracted 
a ſcrophulous Diſeaſe very common in thoſe- 
parts of the World, and which, in the Courſe 
of his Adventures, proved extreamly trouble- 
ſome to him. Here, having diſcharged their 
Boat, the P———, Mr. Sullivan, and the Cap- 
tain continued three Days, waiting for Intelli- 
gence 
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gence concerning the Motions of the Enemy. 
On the 19th Advice came, that a party of Mi- 
litia from the Iſle of Skye were come to the 
neighbouring Iſland of IJraſty, and were hourly 
expected in Currada, in caſe they did not 
find what they ſought in that Iſland. Hereupon 
they procured a {mall Boat, and failed to the 
Iſland of Liſt, where they remain'd three Nights, 
hiding in Caves and Holes among the Rocks, and 
living all the while upon raw Oatmeal and Water, 
which greatly nouriſh'd and increaſed the P=—$ 
Diſtemper. On the 22d O' Veil, who had been 
appointed to look about the Coaſts, and obſerve 
what Veſſels appear'd, returned with one of the 
Crew of the eight- oar d Boat they had diſcharg'd, 
and which had been chaced by a Man of War's 
Pinnace into Iraſty, where the Crew laid in 
ſome proviſions, but durſt- not ſtay there a Mo- 
ment longer than they could help, for fear of 
the Militia, who were expected from Skye, that 
Party being to ſcour all the Iflands thereabouts. 
The Boatmen farther reported, that they had 
hitherto endeavour'd, tho? in vain, to return to 
Ariſaig, but could not proceed by Reaſon of 
the great Number of Engliſh Ships, who exa- 
mined every Boat that came in their Way, and 
they terribly dreaded a Diſcovery of their having 
had the P on Board, in which Caſe they 
expected nothing but the Gallows. That they 
had put into Ci, to avoid three Sail of ſmall 
Ships, which they ſaw paſs by towards Benbicula. 
On this News Aſcanius reſolved to leave the 
Iſle of Uift, and, by his Perſuaſions, join'd to 
Sullivan's powerful Eloquence, the Boatmen were 
prevailed on once more to take in their former 
- paſſengers. 
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Paſſengers. They had an hundred Guineas given 
them for what they had already done, a monſtrous 
Sum in their Eyes, and they were now promiſed 
ſuch another if they ſafely convey*'d the P— into 
Moydart. They embark*d the ſame Evening, 
but the next Morning they were met by two 
Men of War, which obliged them to put back, 
and they remain'd at Lochagnart all that Day, 
and the Night following. The 24th they failed 
for Lochbuſdale. On this dreary Waſte they 
were forced to remain eight Days, to avoid the 
ſtrict Search of the Enemy, whom. Providence 
ſtill directed to ſuch Places as Aſcanius had not 
been at, or from whence he had timely retreated. 
Here they found a ſmall Boat, which had pro- 
bably been loſt, and driven aſhore at the Place 
where they landed, and which proved of no ſmall 
Service to Aſcanius. The firſt Night they found 
themſelves neceſſitated to take their Lodging on 
a Rock, the Top of which was ſomewhat con- 
cave, the Stones about the Edge being ſo much 
higher than the Middle, as to hide a Tent which 
they had pitch'd in it, (made of their Boat's Sail) 
from the View of any perſon, either on the ad- 
Jacent Sea or Land. Their Proviſions growing 
ſhort, two of the Crew were the next Day diſ- 
patch'd in the {mall Boat to procure more, no- 
thing being to be had at Lochbuſdale. The Boat 
return'd in the Evening with ſome Eggs, Oat- 
meal, Oat-Cakes, and Brandy ſufficient 'to laſt 
them two Days, being all they could procure at 
at a large Price on the adjacent Coaſts. . The 
Men alſo brought Intelligence, that the Enemy's 


Parties were ſearching for his R—1 H———-{$ 
and his Adherents in all the Iſlands thereabouts, 
and that the Troops alſo lined the Coaſts of the 


main 
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main Land of Scotland, in ſuch a Manner, that 
it would be Madneſs at preſent to attempt get- 


ting into Meydart, or indeed to ſtir from Loch- 


buſdale, where the Enemy would hardly ſuſpect 
the P to be. 

On this freſh diſagreeable News Aſcanius 
could hardly preſerve his uſual Fortitude and 
Reſignation to the Frowns of Fortune. O 


my Sullivan, ſaid he, ſhall we never ſur-. 


mount the innumerable Obſtacles that are 


weary of perſecuting us? Go where I will, 
my evil Genius ſtill follows me.— What will 
become of me at laſt ? I may as well ſurrender 
at once, and get the beſt Terms I can, tor 
I foreſee I ſhall never eſcape, or at the beſt 
1 can only expect to be ſtarved to Death. 


hold out always; Fatigues, Want of F ood, 
Sleep, and this nauſeous Malady * muſt at 
length put an End to my Life. — O God! 
how unhappy was 1 to be born of a Fa- 
mily, which ever was, and I fear ever will be, 
involved in the moſt deplorable Mistortunes ?? 
My P—;,' replied Mr. Sullivan, we muft 
not be diſcouraged by Appearances; for 
thoſe which ſeem to make moſt againſt us, 
frequently turn out to our Advantage. Let 
us remain here - till the Seas and Coaſts are 
clear, which, ſurely, they will ſoon be; for 
your Enemies having hitherto miſs'd of you, 
may at length be induc'd to think you are ggt 
to the Continent, and to drop, or at leaſt grow 
remiſs in their Searches.“

Though my Conſtitution be good, it cannot 
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In fine, Aſcanius was forced to content him- 
ſelf with his Situation, *till an Opportunity for 
mending it ſhould appear. Mean Time the lit- 
tle Boat was daily ſent out for Intelligence and 
| Proviſions ; and on the 7th Day of their Abode 
here, Capt. O' Neil went in it to Kilbride, where 
he procured a freſh Supply of Brandy, which 
was their chief Suſtenance, the Eatables they had 
being ſo extreamly poor and unpalatable, that 

only extream Neceſſity could oblige the P——\, 
and his two Friends, who had not been uſed to 
hard living, to away with them. Before the 
Captain departed from K:/bride, a Party of the 
ol Garriſon of Fort-William, under Captairi 
Scot arrived there, having heard that Aſcanius 
was in thoſe Parts; and it was with great Diffi- 
culty that O* Neil got off undiſcovered by this 
A i” = 
His Return with this Intelligence threw the 

P—— and his Company into the utmoſt Con- 
ſternation. They now found themſelves in a 
more dreadful Situation than ever; for as Capt. 
Scot was ſo near, they every Moment expected 
him to fall upon them, it not being improbable 
but that he had ſuch particular Information of 
their late Motions, as might induce him to 
come from Kilbride to Lochbuſdale.—— After 
each had given his Advice what Courſe to take, 
no other appeared than that of diſmiſſing the 
eight-oar*d Boat, the Crew of which had Di- 
rections, in caſe they fell under an Examination, 
to ſay they had been * by two Gentle- 
men, whom they had left at the Ifle of LU.

Providence ſhall ſpeedily work our Delive- 
rance. Can you, Madam, inform us of any

© our Friends are not yet ſubdued. Sir, replied 


the Lady, I, from my Heart, pity your Condi- 


tion; My Family hath ever been ſtrifily attach'd 
© to the R Heuſe of St t. As far as lies 
F G2 in 
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"© in my Power you may command my Services. J 
© have been in Moydart, and am now going to 
— , whither I wiſh you and your two 
* Friends could ſafely accompany me; but I muſt 
« paſs through your Enemies Guards to get thither, 
* which it is impoſſible for you to do: Neither 
* can you go to the Place whence I come, the 
Country all round us being ſurrounded by a Line 
* of Militia. Over yonder blue Hills, indeed, I 
« believe the Paſſage is open to Currada, for I 
* have heard of no Troops being on that Side; 
and that is the only Way you can get out of this 
© Country. | : 
While the Lady was yet ſpeaking, Aſcanius 
and Sullivan came up. The P — immediately 
knew her, Mr. M. Donald of South-Uift, having 
formerly brought her to pay her Court to him 
at Inverneſs. * Mils M Donald, ſaid Aſcanius, 
have you forgot me ?* The young Lady pre- 
ſently recollected his Voice, though not his Ver- 
fon, which was extreamly disfigured by the 
Hardſhips he had undergone.

However, Providence directed them to 
2 Place where they found a Boat, by the Help

Where ſeeing many of the Country-People, they 
hid themſelves among ſome Buſhes for ſeveral 
Hours. At laſt all Obſtacles gave Way, and a- 
bout Midnight they ſafely arrived at Ry/oneſs. But 
here they fell into more Dangers, and met with 
freſh Diſappointments. The Lady was not to be 
found at the Place aſſign'd, and the next Morning 
a Party of Soldiersappear*dinSight, which oblig'd 
them to fly to a Moor, on which the P 
and Mr. Sullivan remain'd, while O' Neil went 
to Mr. M*Donald of Clanronald's Houſe, to en- 
quire after Miſs.

After remaining ſeven Days among his 
Friends in the Glens of Morar, a Meſſenger 
which he had diſpatch'd into Lochabar, re- 
turned with a Letter from the valiant Donald 
M Donald of Lochgarie. This ſteady Chiet- 
— tain, nor daunted by the Power and Progreſs 
of the victorious Enemy, nor check d by the 
uncertain hopeleſs Fate of his f, had 
ftiil kept his Arms, and maintained his truſty: 
Vaſſals about him. In his Letter he informed 
Aſcanius that if he would pleaſe to honour the 
Country of Locbabar with his Preſence, he 
would there find a hardy tho? ſmall Body of 
Highlanders, every Man of whom would ſpend 
the laſt Drop of his Blood to defend him till 
a Paſſage to France ſnould be found. Here- 
upon Aſcanius ſets out in an old Highland Ha- 
ö bit, got ſafely over the great Hill of Morar, 
and July 18th he enter d Lochabar, where 
Lochgarie joyfully received him at the Head 
of near one Hundred brave M. Donalds. With 
theſe he kept roving about from Place to 
Place, to elude the Vigilance of the Enemy's 
ſtrong Detachments, who wiſh'd for nothing 
more than to overwhelm this little Party. 
Lochgarie told the P>—— that the yaliant 
and faithful 'Lochiet, who had happily reco- 
ver'd his Wounds, and hitherto eſcaped the 
Enemy, was ſtill in his Country, tho“ the 
greateſt Part of it had ſubmitted, This was 
grateful Intelligence to Aſcanius, who e 
valued the deſerving Lochiel. Nor was 

leſs rejoiced at the current Report of Mr. Sul: 
tivan's inot being taken, tho* his Companion 
1 1 O' Neil 
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'' Neil actually was: But what was become 


of the former, did not certainly appear : tho? 
it was believed he had got into France, 
by means of an 1riþ Veſſel that touched at 
Souib-LUiſt. | 

When the PH and his Party could no 
longer, remain in Lochabar, they removed into 


Badenoch, where they were joined by Lochietl, 
Donald of Bariſdale, (who ſhed Tears of 


joy on ſo happily and unexpectedly ſeeing 
bis P again) with his Sans and Grand- 
ſons; alſo Dr. Cameron, LochiePs Brother, 
M*Pherſon of Clunie, and others. No Words 
can expreſs the Tranſports this joyful Mecting 
occaſioned in the Breaſts of Aſcanius and the 
faithful Lochiel. And tho' a becoming Con ſci- 
ouſneſs of his ſuperiour Dignity, prevented 
the former from giving into ſuch Raptures as 
the latter indulged himſelf in, yet the Scene 
was extreamly Tender, and called forth Tears 
of Gladneſs from the Eyes, and lively Ejula- 
tions from the Hearts of every one preſent ; 


for they were altogether met in a large Cave— 


Such Places were now familiar to the Fp 
and his Followers. 


While they remained in Badenoch, Skir- 


miſhes frequently happened with the ſepa- 
rate Parties of the Enemy, and many of the 
P———s Friends were killed and taken. 
In ſhort, it was at laſt found inconvenient for 
any Number above three or tour to keep toge- 
ther; and therefore they diſperſed, but kept a 
continued Correſpondence by Meſſengers : =

tho* theſe were often taken, yet being truſty 
Fellows, they never betrayed any one. 


In the Jatter End of Auguſt, Aſcanius, Lo- 


 chiel, Bariſdale, and others, were hiding about 


in Moidart, when they received Advice that 
two French Privateers of conſiderable Force 
had ſailed from Str. Maloes for Scotland, and 
Sept. 6th they came to Anchor in Locbnaneugh, 
in Moigert. They wete the Happy of 30 Guas 
and 300 Men, and the Prince of Conti, of 22 
Guns and 240 Men, both were fitted out at the 
Expence of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, on pur- 
po e to fetch off Aſcanius and ſuch of his Fol- 


wers as ſhould have the Happineſs to get on 


board. The P— took it for a good Omen that 


theſe Veſſels happened to arrive in Lochna- 
naugb, the very Place where he firſt landed; and 
from whence he now hoped to depart with 
equal Facility. But ſuch was his Generoſity, 
and ſo great his Moderation, that when this 
long wiſh'd for, and now almoſt unlook'd for 


Opportunity came, he abſolutely refuſed.to g 


on board till as many of his Followers as co 

poſſibly be got together were firſt embarked. 
And to this End he waxed from the 675 to 
the 197h, hiding all the while in and about A- 
riſaig ; enduring almoſt as much Fatigue, 
and running almoſt as many Hazards as he had 
done before. But ſo remiſs where his Enemies, 
or rather ſo great the Favour of Heaven, that he 


eſcaped the Notice of all who. deſired to hurt 


him. | * 
Mean Time his faithful Lochiel, with the 
Doctor (Lochiel's Brother,) and Lodovick Ca-

him to go on board, and no longer Hazard has

ay, my People ſhall never reproach me with 
deſerting them, as my unhappy Father * 
did. I will be the laſt Man to leave the Conn- 
try, and if my Friends ftay not to take me on 
board, I only ſhall be deſerted. The Life of the 
meaueft of any Followers is as dear to me as my 
own, nor ſhall one be ſacraficed by being left 
behind, if I can belp it.—In vain did they alſo 
repreſent to him the great Hazard of keep: 

the Ships ſo long on the Coaſt, The Bock 
Men of War might have Intelligence of their 
being there, and ſhould this Opportunity 
8 they might in vain wait for ano- 


er. 

At laſt, Sept. 19th the P, ſeeing all 
his Friends (all Who had eſcaped Death, or 
Impriſonment, or had not been forced to ſub- 
mit to the Enemy) were embarked, or ready to 
embark with him, he went on board the Happy, 
and immediately both ſhe and her Confort ſet 
fail with a fair Wind. The Number of thofe 
that embarked with Aſcanius was 25 Gentle- 
men, and 107 common Men. They had the 
Happineſs of a ſafe Paſſage, notwithſtanding 
the great Number of Eng/ifh Men of War that 
lay in their Way. In turning the Coaſt of 
Cornwall, they were ſeen and chaced by a Man 
of War, till athick Mift providentially veiled 
them from the View of their Purſuers: and on
